It is with reluctance that I have called you from 
your homes and private pursuits,.at this busy pég- 
son of the year, to act mn D legislative characters; 
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but when the public good requires it, I am persuad 
əd that yeu will not think the sacrifice too great. 
Among the subjects which will be presented, fo 
your consideration, seme, it is believed, possesse 
claims to your immediate attention. . 
By the reportof the Board of Commissioners fo 
the adjudication of Land Warrants, Lerewith com 
municated, it will be discovered that a much larger 
number of claims have been filed for their examina-' 
tion than could have been anticipated by the Legisla- 
ture, at its last session, and greater than can be ac- 
ted on by them before the expiration of the period te 
which their duties are limited. By the existing 
laws, no provision is made for the priority of loca- 
tion upon the warrants they may issue, without 
which great injustice and much confusion will result, 
and consequently they have not delivered to claim- 
ants, any of the warrants which they have adjudged 
valid. Itis submittedto your consideration whe- 
ther it would not be expedient to extend the time for 
receiving and adjudicating land claims, and whether? 
the office ought not then to be finally closed. Itis to be 
xegreted that claims of this description seem to in- 
crease in proportion to our efforts to sati.fy them. 
The peace and policy ofthe country require that 
this business should have a termination ; though it 
is believed, there are some cases that equally require 
your intervention with those already acted upon, and 
which were not filed within the time heretofore limit- 
ed. Withregard to such warrants as may be yet 
‘unappropriated, it would seem proper that the priori- 
ty of entry should be determined in the manner here- 
tofore directed, at some suitable time to be fixed, by 
ław. Thereappears to benot only much equity in 
such a provision, but a great necessity for if, espe- 
gially as the good vacant land is said to bear but a 
small portion to the quantity of unsatisfied warrants, 
Whether any, and if any, what provision should be 
made in reference to warrants which have late- 
Ty been issued by North Carolina, to her Universi. 


T 
ty, some of which have been located, is a matter 
werthy of consideration. 

By an act of Congress of the 7th March 1822 for 
the appointment of Representatives from the several 
states under the last census, this state after the - 3d 
day ef March next will be entitled to nine Repreren- 
tatives in the Congress of the United States.—It will 
bea part of the duty which devolves upen you at 
the present session to make provisions for our just 
representation, by such distribution as may seem 
right.—In this State the district principle has here- 
tofore been invariably pursued, and should it be con- 
tinued, you will doubtless have an eye to the growing 
importance of those seetions of the State, to which 
the Indian Title has been but recently extinguished. 
—Incidental to these considerations, it will be neces- 
sary te provide by law for the perodical election of ` 
Representatives agreeable te the apportionment. 

Herewith you will receive the resignation of the 
` Honorable Thomas Emmerson late one cf the Judges 
of the Supreme Ceurt. Application have been made 
to two gentlemen of East Tennessee to succeed him, 
but they have severally declined for the reasons sta- 
edin their letters, copies of which shallbe laid be- 
fore you.—As considerable time intervened in ma- 
king these different applications and waiting the 
result ofeach, I thought it best, as the office was an 
important one, and as the day fixed on for the meeting 
. of the Legislature was not far distant to submit the 
selection to themselves, and no appointment has 
therefore been made. ~ 
_ The opinions expressed in these letters are sup- 
ported by facts within the observation of daily ex- 
perience that the labour of the judges of the Supreme 
Court, as at present organized, are greater than can 
be borne by men who have arrived to that period of 
life which best qualifies them for the discharge of 
the duties of that high and responsible trust.—A 
well regulated and Independent judiciary is so essen- 
tial to the character of thc State and to the peace aad

happiness of every citizen, that it has a strong claim 
upon your attention at all times, and especially” at 
the present when the business of the court has so àc- 
cumulated, that notwithstanding the best efforts of 
the judges,a delay of justice almost, equivalent to 
a denial is unavoidable.—It would therefore seem 
indispensable that some change in our judiciary 
should take place ; and leading opinion prevails 
amongst those who are experienced in the legal his- 
tory of the country, thatseparate chancery coiirts 
would facilitate the dispatch of business and essen- 
tially conduce to the real interest of society.—Such 
being the situation into which we are brought by a 
fair experiment under existing situations, 1t is evi- 
dent that the repugnance which is properly felt by 

legislators in attempting to new model the judiciary, 
ought to be overcome by the known wants and ne- 
cessities of the people. Next toa correct adminis- 
tration of justice nothing is more important than 
that the remedy should be speedy and certain—Ii 
inspires confidence at home, and give consistent 
character to our state abroad. This subject has oc- 
cupied much of my attention, I feel its importance, 
and in further illustration of my opinions relating to 
it I beg leave to refer you to that part of my message 
to you at the last session which relates to the judi- 
ciary and recommend the subject te your serious 
consideration. 

The decisions of the Supreme Court which evi- 
dencethe laws of the land should be generally known 
—I would therefore recommend that a Reporter he 
appointed with areasonablesalary whose duty it 
should be to report and publish them.—The sale 
would doubtless remunerate the State for all expen- 
SCS. 

I am happy in having it in my power to say that 
ihe pecuniary embarrassments of the country have 
been grestly diminished by the iadustry of our citi- 
zens and the surplus produce of the last year—a 
reasonable hope is entertuined that they will soon 
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be entirely removed.—To effect an object so desira+ 
ble nothing will have a grester tendency than the 
encouragement of domestic manufactures, frugality, 
and industrious habits—A course of this kind will 
result in much more permanent benefit to the coun- 
try than the enactment of Stay and Repleven laws or 
the emission of an unsound paper currency.

J cannot close this communication without con- 
eratulating you on the comparatively happy situa- 
tion of our country—Whilst many nations of the 
earth are convulsed by-faction and revolutions, fam- 
ine and war, we are blessed with peace and full en-

William Brady, an 
additional manager, to assist in the behalf of the 
House of Representatives and the good people of the 
State in prosecuting the said impeachment. 

Whereupon the Senate resolved itself into a high 
court of Impeachment according to adjournment. 
this being the day fixed on forthe meeting of said 
court, at the first session of this General Assembly, 
begun and heldin Murfreesborongh, on Monday 
the 17th day of September, in the year 2821. mr. 
Hall, President of said court in the chair; whereupon 
the following oath was administered by the Honora- 
able Joshua Haskell, one of the Judges of the Cir- - 
_ cuit Courts of the State of Tennessee, to mr. Tho- 

mas L. Williams, who was absent from his seat when 
this court was organized at the first session of this 
General Assembly, to wit: Fou do solemnly swear, 
that as a member of this Court of Impeachment, you 
will do equal and impartial justice between 
the people of the State of Tennessee, and Samuel H, 
Williams, the person charged before you, and render 

our judgment according to the evidence you shall 
a. to the best of your skill and ability, SO HELP 
YOU GOD. . ` 

Mr. President Hall, from the committee appoin- 
ted by the Senate to drawupand submit the rules 
and regulations for the government of the Senate, 
when setting as a high court of impeachment, made 
the followidg report, to wit: 
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The Committee appointed to revise and draw up 
rules and regulations for the government of the 
Senate, when setting as a high court of impeachment, 
have in discharge of that duty examined those rules 
which were adopted at the last session, and are im- 
pressed with the belief that said rules when taken in 
conjunction with the known rules which govern 
other courts of Judicature, will be sufficient with the 
adition of the follawing, to wit: That every appli- 
cation which shall be made either by the managers 
on behalf of the State or the counsel of the accused 
shall be in writing, and so much of the third rule as 
allows any member other than the President, fo call 
the managers or the counsel of the accused to or- 
der, be expunged. 

W. HALL, Chairman. 

Ordered, That this court of Impeachment do con- 
cur with the report of said committee, and that the 
said report be adopted as rules for the government 
of this court of Impeachment. 

The Senate Chamber having been previously fit- 
ted up, and seats prepared withinthe Bar of the 
Court, for the reception of the managers on behalf 
of the House of Representatives, and the good peo- 
ple of the State, as also for the respondent and his 
counsel ; the respective members of the court being 
in their seats, 

Ordered, That the clerk ofthis court do inform 
the House of Representatives, that the Senate are 
now setting asa high court of Impeachment, and 
are ready to receive the managers on the part of the 
House of Representatives, and to proceed in the trial 
of the Impeachment exhibited at the first session of 
this General Assembly, against Samuei H Williams, 
Surveyor General of the 7th Surveyor’s District, 
and that seats are preparedinthe Senate chamber 
for the accommodation of such gentlemen members 
of the House of Representatives, a3 may think pro- 
per to attend the trial. 

Whereupon the gentlemen managers on the part 
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of the House of Representatives appeared and took 
their seats within the bar of the court. The res- 
pondent, Samuel H. Williams, being also preseut in 
proper person, was asked by the President of the 
ceurt, Whether he appeared by himself or by his 
counsel, who answered that he appeared by himself 
aud by his counsel, and that he had chosen as coun- 
sel to manage his defence messrs. Jenkin White- 
side, Thomas Washington, Alfred Balch, Charles 
G, Olmstead, and Samuel Houston. The respon“ 
deut and his said counsel, with the exception of mr. 
Whiteside, took their seats within the bar of the 
court. ` 

The Honorable managers on the part of the 
House nf Representatives, then proceeded to read 
the articles of Impeachment exhibited against the 
respondent Samuel H, Williams, Surveyor General 
of the 7th District by the House of Representatives 
at the first session of this General Assembly, and 
which is to be found in the printed Journals of the 
Senate of that session, page 285. 

Mr. Fashingtons one ofthe counsel of the accu- 
sed, then proceeded to redd the answers and pleas of 
the said respondent to the said articles of Impeach- 
ment, which answergnd pleas had been filed ‘with 
the clerk of this coutt on the 13th day of Decem- 
ber 1824, in pursuance of an order of this court 
made previous to its adjournmentin the month of 
November, 1821. | 

The said answer and pleas are as follows, to wit: 


IN the Senate of the State of Tennessee, sitting as 
a High Court of Impeachment, on the 13th day of De- 
cember, 1821. 
THE STATE OF TENNESSEE, 


VS. 
SAMUEL H. WILLIAMS. 
The answer and pleas of Samuel H. Williams, prin- 
cipal Surveyor of the Seventh District. to the Ar- 
ticles of Impeachment eahibited against him by the 
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House of Representatives of the State of Tennessee, 
in thename of the State of Tennessee, and of the peo- 
ple of the said State, in said Court, in support of 
their Impeachment against him, for high crimes .6 
misdemeanors, supposed to have been by him com- 
mitted: 

Tais Respondent, in his proper person, comes in- 
to the said court, and protesting that there is: no 
high crime or misdemeanor particlarly alleged in 
said articles of impeachment, to which he is, or can 
be caused by law to make answer; and..saving to 
himself, now and all times hereafter, all benefit of 
exception to the insufficiency ofthe said articles, 
and each ofthem; and to the defects therein ap- 
pearing in point of law, and otherwise ; and pros 
testing also, that he ought not tobe injured in.any, 
manner, by any words or by any want of form, in 
this, his answer. He submits the following facts 
and explanations by way of answer to the said ar- 
ticles. 

The first article relates to his snpposed miscon- 
duet as principal Surveyor of the seventh district, 
in violating the laws prescribing the duties of his 
office, and regulating the fees therein; and alleges, 
that being required to receive and make entries on 
the entry book of his said office, and being author- 
ised to receive fifty cents and no more, for each en- 
try so made; and not regardring said laws, but a- 
busing the high trust and confidence reposed in him, 
and fraudulently designing to make to himself great 
gain thereby, under color of his office, as principal 
surveyor, he did unlawfully, fraudulently, corrupt- 
ly and extortiously demand, exact, and receive, se- 
verally for divers entries received and made, in the 
entry book of his said office, a large sum of money 
over and above the aforesaid legal fees of fifty cents, 
from the persons for whom those entries were res- 
pectivcly made. 

This general charge is supported by five specific 
accusations of misconduct. dst. In demanding, ex- 
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acting and receiving, 43 principal surveyor as afore- 
said, on the 20th Cctober, 1820, at his office in the- 
town of Pulaski, in the seventh district, for making 
an entry in the entry book of his said office, being 
entry No. 56 in said book, for John Arnott, by co- 
lor of his office, unlawfully, fraudulently, corruptly 
and extortiously, one dollar and seventy-fixe cents, 
from thesaid John Arnatt, asa fec¥or Making said 
entry, that sum being twenty jfive cents more; than 
the legal fee therefor., 3 ave i! 
2d. In demanding,- exacting and, receiving, as 


principal surveyor as aforesaid, da<the 24th day of 
October, 1820, at his office inthe town of Pulaski, 
in the seventh district, for making an entry in the 
entry book of his said office, being entry No. 68, in 
said book, for one hundred and sixty acres of land 
for Alexander McDonald, by color of his office, un- 
lawfully, fraudulentiy, corruptly and extortiously, 
one dollar and twenty five cents from the said Alex- 
ander McDonald, as a fee for making said entry, 
a by law he was only entitled to fifty cents there- 
or. 

3d. In demanding. exacting, and receiving, as 
principal surveyor as aforesaid, on the 24th day of 
October. 1820, at his aforesaid office in the town of 
Pulaski, in the seventh district, for maxing an en- 
try in the entry book of his said office, beng entry 
No. 70 in said book, for one hundred and sixty acres 
of land, for Alexandér McDonald, by color of his of- 
fice, unlawfully, fraudulently, corruptly and extor- 
tiously, three dollars and twenty five cents from the 
said Alexander McDonald, as a fee fur making said 
entry, when by law he was only entitled to reccive 
fifty cents therefor. 

4th. In demanding, exacting, and receiving as 
‘principal surveyor as aforesaid, on the 19th day of 
October, 1820, at his aforesaid office in the town of 
Palaski, in the seventh district, for making an en- 
try in the entry book of his said office, being entry 
No. 55 in said book, for one hundred and twenty- 
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two-acres of land, for Robert Shane, by color of his 
office, unlawfully, fraudulently, corruptly and ex- 
tortiously, two dollars and twenty-five cents from 
the said Robert Shane, as a fee for making said en- 
try, when by law he was only entitled to receive fif- 
ty cents therefor. 

5th. In demanding, exacting and receiving, by 
his deputy, Fountain Lester, on the 24ih day of Qc- 
tober, 1820, at his affice inthe town of Pulaski, in 
the seventh district, for making two entries in the 
entry book of his said office, being entries No. 70 & 
68 in said book, both for Alexander McDonald, by 
color of his office, unlawfully, fraudulently, corrupt- 
ly and extortivusly and with the knowledge and con- 
sent of this respondent, for the first entry No. 70, 
three dollars and twenty five cents, and for the se- 
cond entry No. 68, one dollar and twenty five cents 
from the said Alexander McDonald, when by law he 
was entifled to fifty cents for each entry. 

In answer to the first, second, third, and fourth 
specifications, under the first of said articles of im- 
peachment, the respondent denies (hat he individu- 
ally demanded, exacted, or received, the fees or any 
part thereof which are therein alleged to have been 
unlawfully, fraudulently corruptly and extortious- 
ly demanded, exacted, and received from the sever- 
al per,ons therein named, either by colour of his of- 
fice or otherwise. But if such sums for making 
said entries were’ received, in said office, they were 
received by the deputy of this respondent without his 
knowledge or consent. Before the opening of his 
said office, the respondent, agreeably to law, appoin- 
ted Fountain Lester his deputy, and made it his 
duty to receive and record entries and surveys there- 
in. Consequently the necessity of receiving fers for 
the making of entries devolved upon the said Foun- 
tam Lester, and all fees derived from that source 
were in fact, paid by the enterers respectively of 
land, to the said deputy. The respondent merely ex- 
erc ised a superintendanc¢g and controal as principal 
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over the operations of sait office. For the services 
of the said Fountain Lester, as clerk in said office, 
or as deputy, he was, by the bargain made and en- 
tered into with the respondent, to have half of the 
fees, for recording entries and surveys, & for grant- 
ing certified copies of them when required. 

By the terms of said coutract, the said Fountain 
Lester, was to furnish af hisown expense, a house 
in-which said office was to be kepf, and each party 
was to be at equal expense for books and stationary. 
The respondent and the said Fountain Lestcr, have 
never ascertained by settlement or otherwise, the 
amount of money that bas been received at said of- 
fice for fees, nor what may be due on that account to 
each of them. The respondent has received’ as 
well as he now recollects, three hundred and fifty 
dollars from his said deputy as a partof his propor- 
tion of the receipts of said office, but no examina- 
tion has been made for the purpsse of seeing whe- 
ther that sum exceeds or falls short of the amount 
that he was entitled to, each party having in view 
some future and final settlement. When the res- 
pondent was in need of money. he generally applied 
to the said Fountain Lester for it 3 and if he receiv- 
ed any from him, he gave hima receipt therefor, spe- 
cifying that it was for fees collected through said 
office, expecting that said receipts would be preserv- 
ed and produced, when this relation of pr'ncipal 
and depaty mightcease. Whether any part of the 
said sum of three hundred and fifty dollars was com- 
posed of the feesreceised upon the entries included 
in the first, second, third, and fourth, specifications 
under the first article of said impeachment, the res- 
pondent knows not, As to the fifth specification 
under the first article of said impeachment, this 
respondent denies any knowledge of the facts there- 
in stated, nor does he admit them to be true; bat 
if they ar2, he protests that he cannot be made crim- 
inally responsible tor the acts of his deputy. This 
respondent, however, inhis zeal to vindicate the 
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purity of his own conduct, does not wish to cast any 
degree of censure on that of his deputy ; but insists 
that if he has in any instance taken illegal fees, it 
proceeded from an error in construing the law, and 
notfrom an intention to act oppressively, or a 
wish to exact more than he was entitled to. Al- 
though this respondent was not advised previous to 
the exhibition of said articles of impeachment ofthe 
construction which the said Fountain Lester had put 
upon the law defining therights of this respondent, 
in relation to fees for the recording of entries; yet 
he has understood since that he believed that he was ~ 
authorised to charge for his principal. the sum of 
Twelve anda kalf Cents for each corner of an entry 
ever and above the number of four, which sum was 
additional to that of Fifty Cents which he was al- 
lowed for all entries whatever. And that this 
respondent submits to this honorable court, whether 
that is not acorrect construction of said law.—En- 
try No. 56 has eight corners ; entry No. 55 has six- 
teen corners ; entry No. 68 has eight corners ; and 
entry No. 70 has-twenty-four cornerss as will be 
more fully seen, reference being hadto said entries, 
which entries are the whole included in the first arti- 
cle of said imp: achment, and the specifications under 
it. ‘There appears to have been charged 25 cents 
more for each entry than according to said cou- 
‘struction the number of corners would warrant, 
which respondent supposes was for a certified copy 
ofeach entry: And for plea tə the said first article 
of impeachmest, and the specifications under it, the 
said Samuel H. Williams, saith, that heis not guil- 
ty of any high crime or misdemeanor, as in an‘! by 
the said first article and the specifications under it 
1s alledged against him; and this he prays may be 
enquired of by this honorable court, in such manner 
as law and justice shall seem to them to require. 
The second article of impeachment charges, that 
this respondent. as Principal Surveyor of said se- 
-¥enth on as aforesaid, unmindful of the high 
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trust aad confidence reposed in him as such, and 
regardless of the law prescribing his duties, 
authority, and rights as such, did illegally fail and 
neglect so to overlook, attend to, and controul his 
deputies by him appointed and with his consent and 
by his authority,acting as such in the office of afore- 
said district, as in conformity with his duty he 
ought to have done, insomuch that his said deputies 
for a large number of entries containing each more 
than four corners, to wit : fortwo hundred, which 
they received and entered inthe entry book of said 
office, did illegally demand, exact, and receive, 
severally from the persons for whom those entries 
were severally made, alarge sum of money more 
than the legal fee, establishing it as a rule to charge 
and receive twelve and one half cents for each cor- 
ner in an entry over four in addition to the fifty 
cents the legal fee for receiving and making an en- 
try. In support of the general charge contained in 
the said second article of impeachment, two speci- 
fications are adduced, to wit : that for making No. 
$6 in said office, which entry contains fourteen cor- 
ners, Fountain Lester, a deputy of this respondent 
did on the 16th November, 1820, at said office, ille- 
gally and unjustly demand, cxact, and receive, by 
colour of his office, from DavidReed’s agent, Alexan- 
der M’Donaid, two dollars as his fee for making 
-said entry, and that for making entry Na, 96 which 
contained ten corners, that said Fountain Lester, 
deputy as aforesaid, on the 22d day of November, 
1820, at said office, did illegally and unjustly de- 
mand, exact, and receive, from the persons for 
whom said entry was made one dollarand twenty- 
five cents as his fee for making said last mentioned 
entry, when by law he was only entitled to receive 
fifty cents for making each of said entries. 

As to the facts of the said Fountain Lester having 
received for fees on entry No. 86 in said office, the 
sum of two dollars, this respondent is wholly ignor- 
ant of it, but supposes if such sum was received by 
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him, that it wasin pursuarce of the construction 
which hadbeen put upon the law defining the right 
of this respondent to receive twelve and a half cents 
for each corner of an entry over and above four.— 
That entry contains ten corners above the number 
of four, and the extra charge for these would be one 
dollar and twenty. five cents, which added to the _ 
usual fee of fifty cents for the four remaining cor- 
ners, would make one dollar and seventy-five cents, 
being the sam of twenty five cents to complete the 
sum of two dollars, alledged to have been extortious- 
ly received, yet to be accounted for. In relation to 
that part of the subject this respondent can only of- 
fer a conjecture, which is that the said sum of twen- 
ty-five cents which is not included in the charge for 
making the entry, was received (if it was received 
at all) as a fee fora certified copy of the entry after 
the same was made in said office, it being very custo- 
mary for enterers to demand and take such copies 
of their entries before they left said office. The 
sum alledged to have been extortiously received by 
the said Fountain Lester, for makiug entry No. 98 
in said office, is no more than according to the set- 
tled rate of surveying by said construction he was 
entitled to demand, the said entry containing ten 
corners. Butwhetherhedid receive the sum of 
one dollar and twenty-five cents therefor, this res- 
pondent knows not. Asto the general charge con- 
tained in said several articles of impeachment of 
negligence on the part of this respondentin not su- 
perintending and controuling the conduct of his de- 
puties and the affairs of his said office, asby law he 
was bound to. do, this respondent can only deny said 
charge in terms as general as those in which it is 
made. He is not aware of any improper or illegal 
conduct of any of his deputies, and if he had been, 
he should certainly have removed them. Nor does 
he know that the functions of his said office were in 
any way deranged, or that any unwarrantable prac- 
tices had occurred therein, or he should have endea- 
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vored to correct them. Upon the opening of said 
office, he provided a sufficient number of deputies 
to discharge the duties of sa:d ofice in every res- 
pect, and every service that was required at said 
ofice was rendered, promptly, faithfully, and skill- 
fully. No complaint existed against the mode of 
transacting business in said office prior to the exhi- 
bition of said articles of impeachment, so far as this 
respondent was informed, and consequently there 
was no subject of official duty to which his atten- 
tion would be directed for the purpose of introdu- 
cing reform. This respondent further answering, 
says, that from the investigation of his conduct - 
which has taken place before the committe of the 
House of Representatives to which this subjeet was 
referred, be has learned that the entry books of his 
said office and the locations filed therein, will be 
resorted to, fer evidence in support of the ‘allega- 
tion contained in the said several articles of impeach- 
ment. That marginal memoranda of the receipt 
of illegal fees are made in said books opposite to the 
entries for the making of which they were exacted, 
and that memoranda ofa similar import have been 
made on the books of said locations. From these 
facts, an inference will be attempted to be drawn, 
that this respondent knew, or might have known, 
by the exercise of due diligence, that his said depu- 
ty was in the habit of extorting illegal fees for the 
making of entries ; and that therefore, ashedid not 
remove his said deputy for such misconduct, nor 
correct his practice in this respect, he either must 
have sanctionedit orhave been culpably ignorant 
or wilfully negligent of the concerns of his said of- 
fice. 

In refutation of said charges, this respondent 
would beg leave to suggest to this honorable court 
that the whole oftheclerical duties of said office 
were performed by the said Fountain Lester, which 
accounts for his ignorance of any notes which may 
have been made upon the books of said locations, 
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he not having made any of the indorsments himself; 
and from the very nature of the locations themselves; 
after they were filed away, there would be no occa- 
sion for examining them. 

This respondent has no recollection of ever hav- 
ing been present at the making of any such memo- 
randa on said locations, or if he was, he reposed 
such an entire confidence in his said deputy, that he 
did not doubt but what he did, was strictly accor- 
ding to law, and therefore, it never occured to him 
that any scrutiny into the subject was necessary. 
The marginal notes upon the entry books, this res- 
pondent supposes that he must have causually seen, 
but they never claimed his particular attention, as. 
he had no object for instituting the enquiry whether 
the amount ef fees received was just or not. The 
amount demanded, never was disputedin any case 
by any person making an entry, inthe presence of 
this respondent, nor did any discussion ever take 
place before him, as to what he had aright to charge 
as fees for such services. : 

This respondent however, frankly acknowledges, 
that when he first assumed upon himself the’ said 
office of Principal Surveyor ofthe seventh district, 
his general impressions of the law was, that for the 
making ofan entry, he was only entitled to a fee of 
fifty cents. But upon a further examination of the 
subject, that he was authorised to- make an extra 
charge for supernumerary corners. He supposes 
that the business ofhis said office, was originally 
conducted in conformity to his first impression on 
this subject, as no charge for fees alledged to be ex- 
torsive, occurs earlier in said books than entry No. 
55. This respondent has no recollection of ever 
having given his said deputy any instructions in re- 
lation to this part of his duty ; but he admits that if 
he had, that they would have corresponded with the 
construction that seems to have obtained in said of- 
fice. The said Fountain Lester never informed this 
respondent what construction of the law regulating 
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fees for entries he had adopted, nor did this respon: 
dent kuow it. i 

Ifit ever had came in controversy, this respon- 
dent would have acquiesced in the construction 
which prevailed in gaid office, as did the whole coun- 
try, until the exhibition of said articles of impeach- 
ment. But be that construction right or wrong, 
this respondent most solemnly declares that his 
opinion'upon the subject was conscientiously formed, 
andthat if there was an error, it was one of the head 
and not of the heart. For the conscious rectitude 
of his intentions in the discharge of this part of hig 
duties, this respondent begs leave to refer this 
honorable court to the source from which this evi- 
dence of supposed criminality is derived. Et is 
spread upon the records pf his office, and is made 
equally notorious and accessible with any other fact 
therein contained. Can it be believed without im- 
punity to this respondent the most unexampled stu- 
pidity as well as an affrontery that defied the crim- 
inal jurisprudence of thecountry, that he knowing- 
jy would have done an act which subjected him to the 
penalties of impeachment, and at the same time, 
have furnished himself the most incontrovertible 
evidence of hisown guilt. The supposition is too 
preposterous, too monstrous, to obtain credence. 

And for plea to the said second article of impeach. 
ment, and the specifications under it, the said Sam- 
uel H. Williams, saitb, that he is not guilty of any 
high crimes or misdemeanors, as in and by the said 
second article and the specifications under it, is al- 
ledged against him, and this he prays may be en- 
quired of by this honorable courf, in such manner 
as law and justice shall seem to them to require. 

The third artice of said impeachment charges, 
that for a great multitude of surveys which the said 
Samuel H. Williams, Principal Surveyor of the 
said seventh district, by virtue of his office, made 
and caused to be made by his deputies within said 
_ istrict, he the said Samucl H, Williams, by his de- 
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puties and by colour of his office, and for tke pur- 
pose of making great gain to himself, illegally, op- 
presively, corruptly, and extorsively, did demand, 
exact and receive, severally from the persons for 
whom said surveys were made, a large sum of mo- 
ney over and above his legal fees, to the great inju- 
ry and oppression of those persons. 

This charge is founded on the alledged facts that 
on the 14th day of February, 1824, this respondent 
as Principal Surveyor aforesaid, didby his deputy 
David C. Mitchell, survey for Robert Shane, a tract 
of land lying within said district, containing one 
hundred and twenty-two acres, being the same land 
entered in the entry book of his office, in the entry 
therein marked No 363, for which survey this res- 
pondent, by colour of his office, did then and there 
by his said deputy, unjustly, illegally, fraudulently, 
and estorsively, with the knowledge and consent of 
this respondent, demand, exact, extort, and receive 
from the said Robert Shane, four dollars, as his fee 
therefor, when by law he was only entitled to receive 
therefor two dollars. E 

Another fact is specified in support of the allega- 
tion contained in the said third article, to wit: That 
on the 14th day of February, 1821, this respondent 
as Principal Surveyor of said district, did by his de- 
puty David C. Mitchell, survey for John Arnatt, 
a certain tract of land in said district, containing 
eighty four acres, being the same land entered in 
the entry book ofsaid office, in the entry therein 
marked No. 364, for which survey, he this respon- 
dent by his said deputy, did then and there, as an of- 
ficial act, unlawfully, £ audul n’ lyğand extorsively, 
with the knowledge and consentof this respondent 
demand, exact, and receive, from the said John Ar- 
natt, three dollars and seventy five cents, asa legal 
fee therefor, when he was entitled to two doilars 
therefor and no more. 

` In answer to this third article of said impeach- 
ment and the specification under it, this respondent 
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denies that he ever exacted or received from Robert 
Shane and John Arnatt, the sums severally alledged 
to havebeen extorted from them. And he is moreo- 
ver informed and believes that the said charges are 
untrueas they relate to his deputy, the said David 
C. Mitchell, but be thatas it may, he protests against 
criminal responsibility on his account. 

It would perhaps avoid the necessity of repetition, 
for the respondent in this part of his answer,merely 
to refer to what be has said in reply to the prece- 
ding articles; applying his statements and observa- 
tions on those heads, to surveys, instead of entries. 
But he will attempt a brief explanation of the arti- 
cle under consideration, avoiding as much as possi- 
ble, unnecessary diffuseness. ‘The terms of his con- 
tract with the said David C., Mitchell, as his depu- 
ty, were, thatthe said deputy should pay him half 
the fees he might receive for surveying. He has 
made a settlement with his said deputy, for the fees 
received in consequence of sectioning, but he has 
never been paid any portion of the fees occurring on 
private surveys. As to the exhorbitancy of the fees 
alledged by said article to have been exacted by the 
said David ©. Mitchell, from the said Robert Shane 
and Joba Arnatt, respectively, for making their 
surveys; ifany such was received it was not with 
the knowledge and consent ofthis respondent. But 
if the said fact is true in relation to the said David 
C. Mitchell, it must have been the effect of a con- 
struction adopted by the said David C. Mitchell, of 
thelaw regulating the fees of said office for making of 
surveys; which was, that for every line of a survey 
exceeding four, which line was above the length of 
twenty poles, fifty ccnts, and for every such line 
whose lenth was short of twenty poles, twenty five 
cents. This respondent has no recollection of ever 
having given thesaid David C. Mitchell any instruc- 
tion as to thé construction to be put upon said law;. 
buf he himself construed it in the same way, and be- 
lieved that the said David ©. Michell understood it 
accordingly. 
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And for plea to the said third article of impeach- 
ment, and the specification under it, the said Samuel 
H. Williams saith, that he is not guilty of any high 
crime or misdemeanor, as in and by the said third 
article and the specifications under it is alleged a- 
gainsthim; and this he prays may be inquired of, 
by this honorable court, in sach a manner as law & 
justice shatl seem torequire. . 

The fourth article of said: impeachment, charges, 
that this respondent, unmindful of his duty as prin- 
cıpal surveyor of said district, and of the high trust 
aud confidence reposed in him as such, did unlawful- 
ly fail and neglect to overlook, attend to, and con- 
troul his deputies by him appointed, and to prevent 
abuses of his official rights and authorities, as by 
law he ought to have done, inasmuch, that his de- 
puties, for a great number of surveys, to wit, thre 
thousand, made in said distriet, containing each more 
than four corners, illegally demanded, exacted and 
received, by colour of his office, for each such survey 
a large sum of money over and above the legal fee. 

The specification under said fourth article, is, that 
David C. Mitchell, a deputy of this respondent, on - 
the 15th day of February, 1821, surveyed for Keen- 
an McMallun, a tract of land in said district, of one 
hundred and forty acres, the same being founded on 
entry 307, inthe entry book of said office, and that 
the said deputy, then and there by colour of his office, 
did unlawfully demand, exact, and receive, from the 
said Keenan McMullun, five dollars and fifty cents 
as a fee therefor, when by law he was only entitled to 
two dollars. 

The general allegation contained in this article, 
which charges the respondent with negligence,in not 
superintending and controuling the conduct of his 
deputies, can only be met by him by a denial equal- 
ly as general. 

In relation to the particular fact specifiec as hav- 
ing been unlawfully ‘done by the said David C. 
Mitchell, this respondent knows nothing of it, ex- 
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cept that it appears from the records of said office, 

that said survey was made, but what fee his said de- 
puty recovered for said service, has never come to 
the knowledge of this respondent. This respondent 

has understood that the construction given by the 
said David C. Mitchell, to the law regulating fees 

for surveys, authorized him to receive two dollars 

for ail surveys having but four lines and not inclu-, 
ding mure than three hundred acres, and to receive. 
in addition thereto, twenty five cents for each line 

of asurvey above four, whose length did not equal 
twenty poles, and fifty cents for each line of a sur- 

vey above four, whose length exceeded twenty poles. 

And this respondent believes the said construction 

of said law, to be correct, and although he never 
gave the said David ©. Mitchell any directions on 

the subject, he would have done so, if he had not 
thought there was a coincidence of opinion between 

them. 

And for plea to the said fourth article of impeach- 
ment, and the specification under it, the said Sam- 
uel H. Williams saith, that he is not guilty of any 
high crime or misdemeanor, as in and by the said 
fourth article and the specification under it, is al- 
leged against him; and this he prays may be inquir- 
ed of by this honorable court, in such manner as law 
and justice shall seem to them to require. 

Article 5th of said impeachment charges, that this 
respondent, principal surveyor of said seventh dis- 
trict, contrary to the express injunction of law pre- 
scribing his duties, did make divers entries in the 
entry book ofhis said office in said district, and did 
unlawfully leave divers blank spaces between them, 
so large that an entry might be made therein. 

The specification under said article, is, that on 
the 19th day of October, 1820, at his said office, in 
said district, the respondent as principal surveyor 
ofsaid district, did make two entries in the entry 
book of his said office, one marked No, 44, and the 
other marked No. 42, and did then and there, un- 
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lawfully leave a large blank space between them; 
and did then and there make two other entries in 
said book, one marked No. 43, and the other mark- 
ed No. 44, and then and there did leave large blank 
spaces between said last mentioned entries. 

In answer to this charge, the respondent submits 
the following facts and observations. That the 
blank spares referred to, were left upon said book 
by Fountain Lester, the deputy ofthis respondent; 
for whose misconduct in office, this respondent sup- 
poses that he cannot be made responsible, otherwise 
than in damages to the party injured. “The said 
Fountain Lester, as deputy, aforesaid, had the cus- 
tody of said books, and it was his duty to record all 
entries therein, ani) the said blank spaces, if any 
were left, were left by him, as no other person did 
any writing in said boeks but himself; or some per- 
son under his direction. 

Upon inspection, though, said blank spaces turn 
outto be mere marginal blauks, by no means sufi- 
ciently large to admit ofthe insertion of another en- 
try. They are all at the bottom of the page on 
which they are respectively found, and the entries 
which immediately precede them entered. so far 
down, that it would have impaired the beauty of the 
books to have commenced another entry upon the 
same page. The entries contained upon the next 
succeeding pages are the next in numerical progress- 
ion, which plainly demonstrates that said spaces 
were not left with any improper intention. This res- 
pondent would further observe, also, that the en- 
tries immediately before and after said spaces, are 
occupant entries, which are more special and prolix 
than entries of any other description, which would 
preclude the possibility of filling up said spaces by 
inserting entries not according to their date. 

And for plea to the said fifth article ofimpeach- 
ment and the specifications under if, the said Sam- 
uel H. Williams, saith, that heis not guilty of any 
high crime or misdemeanor, as in and by the said 
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‘fifth article and the specifications under it, is alleged 
againsthim; and this he prays may be inquired of 
by this honourable court, in such manner as law 
and justice shall seem to them te require. 

The sixth article of said impeachment charges, 
that this respondent, unmindful of his duty as prim- 
cipal surveyor of said district, did uulawfully neg- 
lect, fail and omit to superintend, attend to, and con- 
trou] the business done in his said office, ana more 
especially the making of entries therein, insomuch, 
that by some person allowed to do business therein, 
a large blank space was unlawfully left between two 
entries made in said books, one marked No. 44, and 
the other 42, and also, another large blank space 
between two other entries in said book, one marked 
No. 43, and the other No. 44, and that divers other 
targe blank spaces, were suffered to be left in the 
same manner, upon said books. 

This respondent denies the truth of the allegation 
contained inthis article, and for a parcicalar exposi- 
tion ofthe facts in relation to the existence of said 
blenk spaces upon said books, he begs leave to re- 
fer this honorable court to his answer te the last 
artichk, where the same charge differently modified 
is exhibited against him. As nothing tending to 
support the article,can be discovered from the face 
of said books, this respondent insists that no further 
superintendance and controul than was exercised 
by him over the making of entries, was necessary. 

And for plea to the said sixth article of impeach- 
ment andthe specifications in it, the said Samuel H. 
Williams, saith, that he is not guilty of any high 
cLime or misdemeanor, asin and by the said sixth 
arti le & the specifications in itis ajledged against 
him; and this he prays may be inquired of by this 
honorable curt, in such manner as law and justice 
shall seem to them to réquire. 

The seventh article of said impeachmenf, chafges, 
that this respondent, surveyor general as aforesaid, 
of aforesaid district, not bearing in mind the high

paspon sibility of his office and thesolemnity of his oath 3 
faithfully, impartially, and jusily to discharge the 
duties thereof, accordingtothebesio hi-skill & judg- 
ment; but partially, unjustly and fraudulently, de- 
signing to defraud the people of the state, and to 
make great gain and profit fo himsclf and certain 
of his friends, in this article hereafter named, on 
the 5th day of December, 1820, at his office in said 
district, partially, unjustly, frudulently, and unlaw- 
fully, did cause to be laid down and marked off, on 
the general plan of said district, forty several false 
representations by marked lines of forty several en- 
tries of land in said district, on the waters of Indian 
Creck. without any real entries or valid warrants or 
certificates upon which said false representations by 
marked lines were legally founded, so causing to be 
made and laid down twenty of said faise representa- 
tions at the instance and request of Benjamin Har- 
din, aud so causing to be made and laid down nine- 
teen of said false representations at the instance and 
request of James Hardin, and so causing to be made 
and laid down one of said false representations at 
the instance and request of Alexannder McClin- 
tock, by colour of which said false representations, 
he, this respondent. principal surveyor as aforesaid, 
partially, unjustly, fraudulently and unlawfully, did 
cheat, defraud and impose upen and prevent from 
entering the said lands. or any part thereot as they 
lawfully might bave done all the good people of the 
tate of Tennessee. 

In answer to this article, the respondent says, 
that on the 5th day of December 1820, the last day 
but one on which locations could be received in his 
office from settlers claimiug a preference in enter- 
ing, be was informed by Fountain Lester, whose bu- 
Siness it was to receive locations, and record the en- 
tries in his office, that James Hardin and Benjamin 
Hardin, had offered a large number of locations, in 
their own names andin the names of others, amount- 
ing T about thirty eight. with a probate of the set- 
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tlement on which each claim was founded, accompa- 
nied with a file of warrants, equal, as alledged, to 
the number of acres contained in said locations; & 
requested to be informed whether it would be prop- 
er to receive them, at the same time observing, that 
the locations were complete, except a blank in each 
for the description of the warrant; and that said 
James Hardin alledged that he was not versed in 
land business, and had to procure some person to 
assist them to make their locations, and wished to 
procure said Lester tocomplete them. Whereupon, 
this respondent, after reflecting a short time, and 
considering they were locations for preferences in 
entry, in which the person entitled to the preference 
only, could have the right to enter, observed to said 
Lester, that ifthe said James and Benjamin Hardin 
would deliver a sufficient amount of warrants to 
cover all the locations offered, and authorise him to 
make the proper assignments on the warrants, when 
not done, and fill up the locations, he thought there 
could be no impropriety in receiving them im that 
way. and laying them down on the general plan.— 
That the locations could be filled up, the warrants 
properly assigned, and the enfrics recorded, so soon 
as the pressure of business, which was then very 
great, should be over. On the next morning, be- 
fore the general entering commen’ ed, this respon- 
dent inquired of said Lester, respecting said loca- 
tions, and what said Hurdin’s had allowed him for his 
troublein fising their locations, and then under- 
stood that the business had bcen arranged, and never 
heard or suspected thatany thing was wrong until 
upw irds of six months aft -rwards, when he ascer- 
tained that when said Lester came to Gil up the lo- 
cations and record the entries, it was discovered 
that there were not warrants enough to cover ali the 
locations, Thirty entries were made on valid war- 
rants leaving a portion of a warrant not sufficient to 
cover onother ticatton, which en ries are number. 
ed 198, 199, 200; kOl, 202; 2035 04, 205; £05, 2073 
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208, 209, 210, 241, 212, 213, 214, 226, 227, 228, 
229, 250, 236, 2375 258, 239, 240, 241, and 242, 
which are hereby referred to, except one, the num- 
ber of which cannot now be noted. This respondent 
has been informed that said James Hardin, and said 
Lester, calculated the amount of locations and 
amount of warrants, and that the warrants appear- 
ed to exceed the locations abont seventy-five acres, 
but he cannot state whether said James and Benja- 
min had the amount of warrants alicdged, or how 
the difference happened. but believes it proceeded 
from some mistake. Itbeingthe business of said 
Lester to receive locations and record the entries, 
and having understood that the business had been 
arranged respecting said locations, he made no ex- 
aminatioa into the business until that part of the 
land which had been laiddown on the general plans 
which was not cevered by entrieson the said Har- 
din’s Ioeations, had been entered on the general en- 
try books. ‘This respondent knows not why said 
Lester permitted said representations for which 
there was not warrants to make entries, to remain 
on the general plan, after he discovered the deficien- 
cy of warrants, unless that he believed that said 
Hardin’s, or those for whem they acted, were enti- 
tled to the land, and that the mistake respecting the 
warrants could be rectified when he could see said 
Hardin’s, and that they might beinjured by remo- 
ving the representations before he could see the said 
Hardin’s. But said lands were entered in the gen- 
eral cffice before he conld see them. This respon- 
dent was informed by said M’Clintick, that said 
Hardin’s were to furnish him a warrant to cover 
his settlement claim, and he had a location returned 
in his name ; but he believes all of said locations 
were returned by said Hardin’s. The said repre- 
sentations over the amount of entries made on the 
locations and warrants furnished by said Hardin’s, 
were put on said plan by mistake, and not through 
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any Wish or intention fo cheat any person, or pre- 
vent any person from entering said lands. 

And for plea to the said seventh article of im- 
peachment and thespecifications under it, the said 
Samuel H, Williams, saith, that hs is not guilty of 
any high crime or misdemeanor, as in and by the 
said seventh article and the specifications under it, 
is alledged against him, and this he prays may be 
enquired of by this honorable court, in such manner 
as law and justice shall seem to them to require. 

The eighth article of impeachment charges, that 
this respondent, principal surveyor of ssid seventh 
district, unmindfal of the high trast and responsi- 
bility of his office, and of the great diligence and 
faithfulness required of him in the disc harge of the 
duties thereof; on the 5th day of December, 1820, 
and for a long ‘time before and after, in said district, 
negligently and unlaw fully, did fail and omit to su- 
perintend, direct, control and do the business of his 
office at Pulaski, in said district, and prevent frau- 
dulent and illegal acts and practices there, as by law he 
was bound to do, insomuch that on the said fifth day 
of December, 1820, at said office in Pulaski, in said 
district, a great number, to wit: furty several false 
representations, of forty several entries of land on 
the waters of Indian creck, in said district, were 
unlawfully and fraudulently laid down, and marked 
off by marked lines on the general plan of said dis. 
trict, in said office, witho cE any real entries or valid 
warrants or certificctes upon which said false repre- 
sentations were founded ; twenty of them at the re- 
quest of and by the procurement of Benjamin Hardin; 
nineteen of them at the request of, and by tae pro- 
curement of James Hardin 5 andone atthe request 
of, and by the procurement of Alexander M’Clin- 
tick, ani said representations having been laid doewn 
and marked off on said general plan, remained 
thereon, and were permitted to remain thereon fora 
long time, to wit: for eight months, not legally 
founded upon any realentry, or valid warrant or 
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certificate whatever, by false colour of which said 
false representations, the good people of the state 
were cheated, deceived, imposed apon, fraudulently 
and unlawfully, prevented from entering the said 
lands or any parts thereof, as they legally might 
have done., 

In answer to this article, the respondent can only 
add to what he has said in answer to article the 7th, 
after denying that he can be made criminally respon- 
sible for the mistakes or illegal acts of his deputies. 
——And generally denying all the charges in said ar. 
ticles, that he had no knowledge of any error res- 
pecting said locations and warrants put in by said 
James and Benjamin Hardin, and the representa- 
tions laid down on the general plan, by said Lester, 
until after the land so represented and not covered 
by entries made on said locations, had been entered 
onthe general entry book of said office ; and had no 
reason ta suspect any thing wrong, for the reasons 
above stated. And although he did .carefully and 
regularly, attend to the business and duties of his 
ofice, he did uot think it necessary to examine more 
particularly into business which he believed had 
been correctly done by the person employed to doe 
such business, who was fully capable of doing it, and 
very attentive to his business, when no camplaintor 
objection was made to call his attention to it. 

And for plea to the said eighth article of impeach- 
ment, the said Samuel £3. Williams saith, that he is 
not guilty of any high crime or misdemeanor, as in 
and by the said eighth article of impeachment is al- 
ledged against him, and this he prays may be en- 
quired of by this honorable court, in such manner 
as law and justice shall seem to them to require. 

The ninth article of impeachment charges, that 
this respondent. principal surveyor as aforesaid, not 
aiming faithfully, justly, and impartially, to dis- 
charge the duties of bis office according to law. and 
the best of his skill and judgment, but designing to 
make to himseif great gain and profit, unlawfully 
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and unjust! y, by all means in his power, on the 20th 
of October, 1820, at his officein said district, un- 
lawfully, fraudulently, and corruptly, did withdraw 
from, take out and carry away from said offices a 
great number of warrants and certificates, to wit: 
ten filed with and on which were founded respective- 
ly, divers occupant entries of land in said district, 
there being in the entry book of said office, and 
there being laid down and represented on the general 
plan of the district in said office, and keeping the 
said entries on the saidentry book, and the repre- 
sentations of them on the said general plan as goad 
and legal, did fraudulently, illegally, and corruptly, 
carry the said warrants and certificates out of the, 
said district, filed them with the commissioners ins 
Nashville, have them drawn for preference of 
Jocations, designing, and intending thereby, to de- 
fraud the good people of the state, and more espe- 
pecially those holding and owning warrants. 

In support of this article, two specifications are 
adduced. ist. That thisrespondent, principal sur- 
veyor as aforesaid, having for value received, agreed 
with Elisha Dodson and Samuel H. Dodson, who, 
under the occupant law, were each entitled to a pre- 
ference of entering one hundred and sixty acres of 
land in said district ; that he would furnish the 
warrant or certificate, enter the said land, and ob- 
tain a grant therefor for them 3 on the sixth day of 
October, 1820, in his officeat Pulaski, in said dis- 
trict, did enter for them andin their names, three 
hundred and twenty acres of said land, by entry No. 
14, in the entry book thereof, upon certificate No. 
5232, issued by the Register of West Tennessee, 
25th day of November, 1818, for three hundred and 
twenty acres, furnished by this respondent; and 
then and there did filein said office, said certificate 
with the location for said entry, and then and there 
did lay down upon the general plan, a representa- 
tion by marked lines of said entry, and afterwards, 
that this respondent, principalsurveyor as afore- 
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said, keeping said entry of three hundred and twen- 
ty acres on the entry book of said office, and the ree 
presentation thereof on the general plan, both as va- 
lid and legal, for six months, and for all the time in 
this article hereafter mentioned, on the 20th day of 
October, 1820, in'said state, unlawfully did fraudu- 
jently, unjustly, and corruptly, withdraw from, take 
out of, and carry away, from his aforesaid office at 
Pulaski in said district, said certificate of three hun- 
dred and twenty acres, fileit with the commission- 
ers in Nashville, have it drawn for preference of lo- 
cation to be entered on other lands, with a fraudu- 
lent intention to defraud the said Elisha Dodson and 
Samuel H. Dodson, and the people of the state. — 
2d. That this respondent, surveyor as aforesaid, 
having for value received, agreed with William 
Mayfield and William C. Mayfield, who, under the 
oceupant law, were each entitled to a preference of 
entering one hundred and sixty acres of land in said 
district, that he would furnish the warrant or certi- 
ficate, enter the said land and obtaina grant there- 
for for them, on the 5th day of October, 1820, at his 
office in said district, did enter for them, and in 
their names, three hundred and twenty acres of said 
fand by entry No. 47, in the entry book of said of- 
fice, upon a duplicate military warrant No. 5215, 
from the State of North Carolina, issued by com- 
missioners of West Tennessee at Nashville, May 
the 14th 1808, for six hundred and forty acres, fur- 
nished by this respondent, and then and there did 
file in said office, said duplicate military warrant 
with the location for said entry, and laid down by 
marked lines, a representation of said entry on the 
general plan of the office, and afterwards he this 
respondent, principal surveyor aforesaid, keeping 
the said entry for Willtam Mayfield and William 
C. Mayfield, on the ertry book of said office, and 
the representation of the said entry on the general 
4 plan therein, as valid and legal, for six months 
thereafter, and during all the times in the article 
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hereafter stated, on the 20th day of October, 41820 
in aforesaid state did unlawfully, fraudulently, un- 
justly and corruptly, withdraw from, take out of, 
and carry from his aforesaid ofice, in said district, 
said duplicate military laŭd warrant of six hundred 
and forty acres, filed it with the commissioners at 
Nashville, and have itdrawn for preference of loca- 
tion, with a fraudulent istention to defraud the said 
Wiliam Mayfieldand William O. Mayfield, and the 
people of the state. 

This respondent says, that itis true as charged 
in the specifications under this article, that he 
made a contract with Elisha Dodson and Samuel 
H. Dodson, and with Wiliam Mayfield and Wil- 
liam C. Mavifield, each of whom, under the occu- 
pant law, was entitled to a preference of entering 
one hundred andsixty acres ofland in said district ; 
that he would farnish the warrants or certificates 
upoo which their claims respectively were to be 
founded, euter their lauds, and obtain fer them 
grants. 

In pursuance of said contracts, this respondent 
on the 6th day of October 1820, in his office, did 
enter in thenames of Elisha Dodson afid Samuel 
H. Dodson, three hundred and twenty acres ofland, 
by entry No. 14, upon certificate No. 3252, issued 
by the Register of West ‘Tennessee, on the 25th day 
of November 18185 and on the 18th day of October 
4320, in his office, this respondent did enter in the 
names of William Mayfield and William C. May- 
field, three hundred and twenty acres ofland, by 
entry No. 55, upon a duplicate military warrant No, 
§215 from the Staie of North Carolina issued by 
the commissioners of West Tennessee, at Nash- 
ville, Slay 14th, 18035 the said certifirate, and the 
said duplicate military warrant having both beeen 
furnished by this respondent. 

When the said entries were made in said office, 
the sai! certific-te and duplicate military warrant, 
and the logutions which they respectively apphed 
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to, were all filed in said office, and a representation 
by marked lines of said entries, were then also laid 
down upon the general plan of said district, After- 
wards, perhaps at the times specifier’ in said article, 
this respondent did withdraw from said office, said 
certificate and duplicate military warrant, upon 
which said entries were founded, and filed them 
with the commissioners at Nashville, to be drawn 
for preference of location. And after. the with- 
drawal as aforesaid of said certficate and duplicate 
military warrant, from said office, the shid entries 
were not vacated, nor was the representation of them 
upon the gencral plan of said district obliterated, all 
the occupant claims adjoining thereto, having been 
entered previous to said withdrawal. But the said 
entries and representations were sudered to remain 
as valid, not for the purpose of deceiving the good 
people of this state, and defrauding the said occa- 
pant claimants, but forthe reasous following :-—An 
interval intervened between the time of making said 
entries, and conclusion of the drawing for prefer- 
ence ofentcring ; and this respondent, during that 
interval, filed said certificate and duplicate military 
warrant, to be drawn for in the general lottery. 
His motive for doing so was, that strong doubts 
were entertained by many, of the efficacy of the law 
allowing a preference tu occupants; and this res- 
pondent himself, was under the influence of auch. 
doubts. After the said certificate and duplicate mi- 
litary warrant had been drawn for in the general 
lottery as aforesaid, the said occupant entries were 
vacated and the same land which they covered were 
again entered by virtue of the said certificate and 
duplicate military warrant, in what Is called the 
general office, in the names of the said Elisha Dog- 
soa and Samuel H. Dodson, and William Mayfield 
and William C. Mayfield, respectively, and for 
their benefit. 

This was done out of abundant canuticn, and for 
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the law intended, and not as is alledged in said arti- 
cle to defraud the state and cheat those claimants. 
For the truth of this part of the respondents an- 
swer, herefers to the entries last made upon said 
certificate and duplicate military warrant, being No, 
166,and No. i74. ‘Lhis respondent confesses, that 
there were other warrants which bad been applied 
to occupant claims in his office, withdrawn by him 
in the same way and filedin the general lottery, to 
be drawn for; but how many, or what warrants 
they were, this respondent does not now recollect —~ 
but they were all withdrawn from the same motive, 
and subsequendy appropriated to the entering of the 
same lands which were originally entered by them, 
and for the benefit of the same claimants, as by re- 
ference to the books of said office will more fully ap- 
paar. 

And for plea to the said ninth article ef impeach- 
ment an? the specifications under it, the said Sama. 
el fi. Williams saith—that he is not guilty of any 
high crime or misdemeanor, as in and by the said 
ninth article and the specifications under it, is al- 
ledged against him; and this heprays may be en- 
quired of by this honorable court, In sach manner 
as law and justice shall scem to them to require. 

The tenth article of said tnspeachment charges, 
that this respondent as principal surveyor aforesaid, 
not aiming faithfully, justly and impartially, to dis- 
charge the duties of his office, according to law, and 
the best ofhts skill and judgement, but intending by 
unlawful means tu make to himself great gain and 
profit, in his office in aforesaid district, did falsely, 
fraudulently, illegally, unjustly and oppressively, 
keep a great nuinher of false and pretended entries 
of lan in said distri-t. on the entry book of his 
said offive, andthe felve and pretended representa- 
tions of said entries Laid down on the general plan 
in fis off e foral.og time. to wit -—from the 26th 
day of O tobe. 18°), the tst dav of September 
LS Si, Soku’ er? {iauts or eatit atts on 
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which the said false and pretended entries and re- 
presentations were founded, with a design to de- 
ceive, cheat, defraud, and oppress all persons enter- 
ing or attempting to enter land in his office ; and 
then and there by false colour of said false and pre- 
tended entries, and false and pretended representa- 
tions, didfraudulently cheat, deceive, defraud and 
keep from entering said lands, or any part thereof, 
all persons wishing or attempting to enter the sames 
and all the people of the state. 

The spvcifications under this article, are the same 
that are made under article ninth, and therefore it is 
unnecessary to recapitulate them. 

As this article merely contains the same eharge 
which is contained in article ninth, only under a dif- 
ferent modification ; this respondent would refer 
this bonourable court to his answer to that. and of- 
fersit likewise as his answer to this. He denies 
that any entries and representations were suffered to 
remain in‘ is office after the withdrawal ofthe war- 
rants applying to them. for the purpose of defraud- 
ing the state, or injuring the rights of the good peo- 
ple thereof, but solely to promote the interests ‘of a 
meritorious class of claimants, : nd to further the ob- 
jects of the law. 

As to the occupant clains of the said Elisha Dod- 
son and Samuel H. Dodson, and of Willam iay- 
field and Wilian ©- Mayfelh this respondent 
states, that all the occupant entries ac }ining therc- 
to, had been male previous to the withdrawal of 
the warrants upon which they were founded.

creek, and best conform to the calls of the entry :’ 
and therefore directed his said deputy, Alexander 
M’Clirtick, to make the survey in that way. Said - 
deputy, afterwards, at the request of one of ‘the 
heirs of said Kelton, as he believet, without either 
the warrant or a copy of the entry, ran some lines 
in a different way, but never returned or offered any 
plat and certificate of survey on said running. This 
respondent went on the ground in Navember, 1820, 
and began as above mentioned, and ran north four 
hundred poles, and directed said Alexander M’Clin- 
tick, to complete the survey, extending it west in a 
square which he did, and returned a plat and certifi- 
cate to the office of this respondent, which has been 
recorded. The survey made in that way, includes 
the north of said south fork, and extends down the 
creek on both sides, as will appear by acopy of said 
plat and certificate, which he will produce, and better 
conforming to the calls of the entry, than any other 
form of surveying would as he believes. ‘This res- 
pondent did not examine all the lands which is in- 
cluded to the west, or whether it would be better 
than the land whichsaid M’Clintick had atfempted 
to include, but he observed that the land so far as he 
. could discover to the west, was good for. that sec- 
tion of country, and that he would run into poor 
hills if he extended further south toinclude more of 
said south fork. He directed the survey in that 
way, believing it most conformable to the entry, © 
and that it would include as good Aand- as in any 
other form which the law would sanction. This 
respondent had no wish nor intention either to in- 
jure sr heirs of the said a or to make gain 
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or profit for himself, or any peeson connected with. 
him, by having the survey made ın the form stated, 

And for plea to the said 11th article of impeach- 
ment, the said.Samuel H. Williams saith, that he 
is not guilty of any high crime or misdemearnor, as, 
an and by the said 11th articleis alledged against 
him ; and this he. prays may be enquiréd of by this 
honorable court, in such manner aslaw and justice 
shall seem to them to require. > 

This respondent hath now submitted to this hon- 
orable court, ali the facts and circumstances consti- 
tuting his defence against said articles of impeach- 
ment, so far as they come within his knowledge. If 
from the evidence thatshall be produced on the trial 
of this case, it shall appear, that in any part of his 
official conduct, he has acted corruptly, he expects 
that the full measure of punishment denounced by 
the constitution, will be inflicted on him. And in 
that event, he makes no appeal to the clemency of 
his Judges. But ifany irregularities in the mode of 
transacting his business have occurred, which pro- 
ceeded merely from ignorance or mistake 3 it would 
be no concession of guilt, tosay, that he has aright 
to demand from this tribunal, that degree of for- 
pearance which is due to human frailty. 

Conscious of the purity and rectitude of his in- 
tentions, he does not wish'to be tried by any other 
test than that of justice, which in every situation, 
ought cautiously to be administered in mercy ; but 
on this occasion, he only asks of those who are to 
pronounce his doom, to be governed by this rigid 
moral maxim, * nothing extenuate nor set down 
ought in malice.” The final result can only be 
known to the Disposer of all human events; but 
the respondent is confident, that it will be honorable- 
to himself, and to the jurisprudence of his country.

Jimits of Georgia, at a very advanced price, compar= 
ed with othe Indian purchases, was obtained by the 
general governmént for the exclusive use and bene- 
fitof Georgia. Under these circumstances it would 
carry -with it an appearance of illiberality again to 
urge a further surrender of a portion of their coun- 
try. &c.
